The    Rugby    fifteens    of   the    University    School    and    the 
Victoria  High  School,  met  yesterday  afternoon  on  the  ground 
of  the  former,  many  supporters  of  either  side  witnessing  the 
match. 
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.  The  High  School  had  the  heavier  team,  especially  on  the 
forward  line,  and,  after  the  first  few  scrums,  it  looked  as  if 
the  High  School  would  have  its  own  way  in  the  scrum,  but 
the  team  seemed  unable  to  make  use  of  this  advantage.  The 
University  forwards  worked  hard  in  the  loose  and  this  helped 
to  make  up  for  their  lack  of  weight.  But  behind  the  scrum 
the  University  boys  showed  their  superiority,  their  combina- 
tion was  excellent  and  results  followed.  The  first  try  was 
made  by  Pelly  i,  who  cleverly  evaded  his  opponents  and  scored 
between  the  posts.      The  kick  at  goal  failed. 

On  resuming,  the  High  School  forwards  pressed  and 
looked  dangerous,  but  the  ball  was  soon  back  in  their  half, 
and  the  University  three-quarters  gave  another  display  of 
good  combined  work.  Pelly  i  got  possession,  drew  his  men, 
and  at  the  right  moment  transferred  to  Dunn,  who  also  drew 
his  men,  and  with  a  feint  pass,  completely  outwitted  his 
opponents,  and  scored  a  beautiful  try.

At  the  beginning  of  term  there  were  2  First  Class  Scouts, 
20  Second  Class  Scouts,  7  Tenderfeet  and  11  Recruits.  Of  the 
latter,  six  have  already  passed  their  tests  and  have  been 
moved  up  into  the  Tenderfoot  Class. 

We  hope,  before  this  is  in  print,  to  have  some  more  First 
Class  Scouts  on  the  Roll,  as  several  have  only  one  more  test 
to  take. 

On  October  25th,  The  Rev.  The  Hon.  T.  R.  Heneage, 
the  Commissioner,  came  out  to  the  School  to  inspect  the 
Troop,  and  gave  a  stirring  Address  on  the  value  of  the  Scout 
Movement.  The  Commissioner  very  kindly  came  out  the 
following  w^eek  and  examined  two  Patrols  in  their  work. 

On  November  ist — Half  Term — On  the  invitation  of  Mr. 
Napier  Denison,  the  Patrol  Leaders  and  Seconds  visited  the 
Gonzales  Observatory.  Mr.  Denison  gave  the  boys  a  most 
interesting  lecture,  showing  and  explaining  all  the  instru- 
ments used  for  recording  earthquakes  and  weather  conditions, 
etc.       He   also    com;)limented    our   amiable    Secretary    on    his

knowledge  of  astronomy,  so  we  hope  he  will  soon  be  able  to 
add  "Star-nian"  to  his  list  of  badges.  The  afternoon  was 
thoroughly  enjoyed,  and  the  Scouts  are  most  grateful  to  Mr. 
Napier  Denison  for  his  kindness. 

On  November  23rd,  the  various  Victoria  Troops  were 
inspected  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General  on  the 
lawn  of  Government  House.  His  Excellency,  after  compli- 
menting the  Troops  on  their  turnout  and  smart  appearance, 
spoke  of  the  splendid  work  done  by  the  Scouts,  and  said  it 
was  a  body  to  which  it  was  an  honour  to  belong.  He  reminded 
them  that  it  is  the  work  of  each  individual  boy  which  pro- 
duces the  success  of  the  whole  Troop. 

In  speaking  of  the  Patriotic  desire  of  the  Scouts  to  serve 
their  country  at  this  time,  he  said  that  their  malady  (youth) 
was  curable,  with  patience,  and  that  they  should  "be  prepar- 
ing" now  to  take  their  part — each  one — as  a  unit  to  help  in 
the  progress  of  the  Empire. 

After  three  cheers  for  the  King,  led  by  His  Excellency, 
and  three  cheers  for  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  as  Chief  Scout 
of  Canada,  the  afternoon's  programme  terminated  with  a 
march  through  the  town,  led  by  the  combined  bands  of  Uni- 
versity and  Collegiate  School  Troops.
